It points out that the Japanese concept of the issues is entirely 
different from that of most other nations. ia 

The conflict is affirmed to be thé concern in law of all countries, 

~ whether party to the Nine-Power Treaty or the Pact of Paris. 

It alleges that the conflict atlects the Whote-famity—of nations; 
seeing that their rights and material interesta are jeopard- 
ised and are suffering. : ; 

With regard to the Japanese doctrine that her actions are mo- 
tived by the spread of Communism, it contends that there 
is no‘warrant in law for violation of another country’s terri- 
tory by armed forces to, prevent the spread of a political 
doctrine. 

If this, was conceded, it would lead to general anarchy. 

The Powers agree that the declared purpose of Japan, is to des- 
troy ‘the will and ability of China to resist. ae 

Direct negotiations between the two countries alone would in- 
definitely prolong the war. ‘ 

‘The Powers still hope that Japan will reconsider: her decision not 
to send delegates to the Conference, but in the. event of 
Japan’s continued refusal they must consider what attitude 
they can take up where one party claims to set aside treaty 
provisions which all the other parties hold to be operative.

HE Increase in the cost of 
living rendered the question 
of having children one of  sup- 
reme importance. If it in a 
serious matter for parents in 
Europe and America, it is far 
more so for those who Hive in tho 
Enst.. The responsibility in hnv- 
ing children in Singapore, Hong 
Kong or Shanghal Is greater than 
if the children wero born at home. 
The-effects of child bearing on 
the European mother for example 
aro generally acknowledged to be 
woree in a hot climate, The ex- 
penne is heavier than at home. 
A rapid succession of children 
would reduce tho avorage woman 
to the lowent ebb of vitality. Lon- 
ger period of rest and more holl- 
days are required and this cn- 
tails the separation of huaband 
and wife, ao noticeable in the 
East. Thon there is the question if 
children born and reared in o hot 
country can ever be so robust as 
thoro from a cold one. In the Enst, 
aleo the plentiful supply of cheap 
servants ‘menns that the mother 
sees leas of her children than she 
would at home. And this ja not 
without Its effect on the off- 
apring. 

There in again the reat ques- 
tion of education. Many parents 
would like to keep their children 
with them here but for this one 
drawback. The schools in the 
Kast are different from those at 
home, and every one who can af- 
ford it senda his sons and daugh- 
ters back to the ald country. 
Apart from the question of money 
expended in’ passages and main- 
tenance, this means breaking up 
the family and causes many a 
heartache, 

The mother is also often torn 
by doubt as to her duty, Should 
she vo with her children or stop 
with her husband. In either case 
there is the Inevitable parting and 
the long years which elapse be- 
fore reunion enn occur. Often the 
children are left at home so long 
that they énly know thelr parents 
very remotely and their relations 
with their father and mother are 
lesa close than with strangers, 

Recent researches in’ child-psy- 
chology and psycho-nnalysis in- 
dicate that the association of

children with their parents is of 
the utmost valuc inthe develop- 
ment of charactor. The ideal con- 
dition in for the growing child to 
have both its parents bealde it 
especinily in ita curly years and 
the loss or absence .even of one 
han a far reaching influence. 

Children brought up ‘in 
boarding schools, children’s 
homes and institutions of  thia 
puture are declared to develop 
charncteristles of n different type 
from those who have had the ten- 
der care of their parents, Their 
feelings grow Mounted because 
many of thelr finer emotions are 
suppressed, A child for example 
attaches himself with tho greatest 
fondness to hia mother but cannot 
be expected to evince the same 
devotion towards the Headmts- 
tress of his school or the principal 
of his Institution, The inborn de- 
sire is there but it is denied ex- 
presajon. 

It would seem indeed that the 
poorekt home, beenuse of its pos- 
sibilities for rich emotional ex- 
perience offers greater opportuni- 
ties for natural development than 
the most expensive and exclusive

Anonymous Letter 


Writers. Asked To 
Show Good Faith 


AN appeal to writers of anonymous 
letters alleging ill-treatment of mui 


tsais, to reveal their identity and thus 
establish the origin’of their communi-_ 
cations. as from responsible persons, 
was.made at the annual meeting. held 
yesterday of the Anti-Mui Tsai Society. 


The conviction was expressed 
that the mui tsai system jis but 
one of many forms of child ex- 
ploitation in the Colony and 
that unless there exists a gys- 
tem of general protection of 
girls many of the old evils will 
re-appear under different forms 
and names, 

A general review of the past 
year’s work was read and the 
officials for 1937-1988 were elect- 
ed by ballot. 

Following the election, the 
Chinese Sceretary gave a rather 
lengthy report, and in the ab- 
sence of Mr. J. D. Bush, the 
Hon. English Secretary, Mr. S. 
8. Fu, the Acting Hon. English 
Secretary, presented a report to 
supplement his colleagues. 

About a hundred members at- 
tended. 

GRADUAL REFORM 

Following is an abridgement 
of the report given by the Chin- 
ese Secretary; 

“As you all know. the mission 
‘ of this Socicty is to protect 
young girls who have loft paren- 

custody from being | ill- 
treated by others who have the 
contro! over them. 

“The most important ques- 
tion during recent years is that 
of the so-called adopted-daugh- 
ters. If protection for them is 
not secured more or less similar 
to that now given to.Mui Tsais, 
. then the mui tsai system can- 

not be said to be satisfactorily 
abolished. 

“Moreover, the work of the 

.. Society is confined to the narrow 

limits of the Colony of Hong 

Kong. The mui tsai system, 

however, has been prevalent in 

China for a long time. It is 

hoped that those who are inter- 
_ ested in child welfare will assist 

the Socicty in fighting this anti- 
quated system by gradual re- 
forms. If efforts aro not mado 
no good results can be expected. 
FIGHTING SYSTEM 

In tho. course of Mr. Fu’s. re- 
port, he said:—“ . . . From the 
very start, wo all havo roalised 
tho existence of this Soclety 
rests on its work—the work of 
protecting “slave girls — mul 
teais a5 well as the so-called 
adopted daughtore—from ‘cruol 

Mistresses ond fighting for 


their release, not case by case, 
but fighting the evil system as a 
whole till it is completely abol- 
Ished. 

Mr. Fu pointed out the neces- 
sity of enforcing the registra- 
tion of adopted -daughters. 
“The status of most of the so- 
called adopted-daughters and 
mui tsai is practically the 
same,” he said, “they differ only 
n name.”

BROWSING ANIONG 
THE NEW BOOKS 


HIE new books havo’ been 
neither voluminous nor 
particularly interesting. Thie 
may not be a promising way to 
begin but if we begin in a de- 
preased mood: the chances are 
that we shall end up moro choer- 
ful and decide that things are 
not so bad after all.

Is He Significant? 


Arthur Calder-Marshall has. 


been called one of the most inter- 
eating and significant (whatever 
that muy mean) of our younger 
novelists, And if you have rend 
his “Pie in the Sky," which sent 
many English critics into trans. 
ports of delight, you will be able 


to make up your mind‘ about his’ 


interest and significance. 

That novel dealt - with a sort 
of cross-section of modern life. 
with employers, workmen, intel- 
lectuals, revolutionaries, and 
oddments both rich and poor. It 
had a certain power, but, as far 
an T was concerned, not power 
enough, and I was more impress: 
ed by its title (a stroke of gen-

Now comes “A Date with a

Modern Restlessness 

Ue has put 20 short stories 
into this book, and you will find 
plenty of variety in theme -and 
setting as you turn the pages, 
You will also find plenty of 
variety of achievement, for some- 
times the thing comes off (more 
often than not) and sometimes 
the effect is rather lers success- 
ful. 

There is a modern restlessness 
about hia etyle which will intri- 
sue some as much as it will ir- 
ritate others.

“‘So the con¢luaion of all this is 
that the League of Nations 
should do nothing but talk!’

Sir,—Knowing as we do the many 
and urgent calls upon your space — 
we, the Fxecutive and Committee of 
the Hong Kong ‘Benevolent Socicty, 
yet venture to nsk your kind help in 
giving: publicity to the purlous atnte 
of our funds at the present time. 

Refugees may come and go nnd 
other unusual funds may call for 
money that people reudily subscribe. 
but it is important that the regular 
“Socinl Service” of the Colony should 
still receive support; the Hong Kong 
pece aro always with us; their nutn- 

era tend ta increase aa our resources 
dwindle, We have a bleak prospect 
before this winter and we. hope 
very fervently that we shall not have 
to cut down upon our reguler applj- 
canta, or fail to muke their Christmas 
that little extra -pleasure that it has 
heen hitherto and which means #0 
much in their drab lives. 

Residents in the Colony know the 
work of this -old-established Sociaty 
well, and have supported it generous- 
ly, but for the benefit of newcomers 
it may be we)!’ to state briefly the 
nims of the Society und the work it 
undertakes. : 
- It exists te help down-and-outs 
other than Chinese (the latter having 
their own charitable institutions) but 
the majority of our applicants being 
of mixed nationality many Chinese 
names appear on our books, Perhaps 
the most important work is dope 
through education and in this we ure 
greatly helped by those schools and 
convents which take our children ut 
reduced fees. At the present moment 
the Society is educating 63 children, 
of whom only a mere handful are day 
boarders, Then apart from tempor- 
ary relief, there are ensen receiving 
monthly allowances, others have their 
rent .pold; others again have their 


monthly compradores’ books settled

-The Society maintains accommodn- 
tion in Kowloon where cases can be 
lodged and’ boarded until rooms can 
be found, or until thelr crisis is pars- 
ed.

Bidding Two-Suiters 


HE ‘game-making possibilities 
of a hnnd depend, not only 
upon honour-tricks, but upon dis- 
tributional values. A hand may be 
worth only about 5-6  playing- 
tricks even if it contains five hon- 
our-tricka, if the distribution is o 
prosaic 4-3-343. But: change the 
distribution to 6-4-3-0, and even 
with only three honour-tricks the 
hand has game-making possibili- 
ties, Here are two examplos:— 
-(1) (2) 
S—A K 5&4 S—A 98642 
H—A 7 2 H.—None 
D—A 83 D—A K 73 
C—A 96 C65 4 
No. 1 will not produce.a game 
unless partner has -high-card 
values to add, or has a very long 
suit to produce playing-tricks. No, 
2 requires very Httle support— 
two or three Spades, a Diamond 
honour, and ao trick in Clubs will 
easily yield n game. Yet there are 
many players who would rather 
be dealt No. 1 hand than No. 2, 


because they do not fully realise |’ 


the potential game-making valucs 
of an unbalanced distribution. 

Probably the beat type of hand 
to hold from the game-mnaking 
point of view Is the two-sulter, al- 
ways provided partner can sup- 
port one of the suits. With this 
combination of holdings, the scc- 
ond suit can be ruffed out and 
ertablished. The difftculty of 
two-sulted hands is not to play 
them, but to bid them. The holder 
knows that, to get the best value, 
he ehould show both of his long 
suits, and the trouble is that his 
partner may pass the original bid,

Whatever the conditions were 
—and ‘they were of Japan's own 
ereation—they were not beyond 
the purview of the Treaty but wera 
proper subjects for discussion by 
the interested Powers. 

PUBLIC OPINION 

The Chinese Government was 
convinced that co-operation of the 
Conference, far from exciting 
public opinion in the two countries 
and making {t more - difficult to 
reach n solution, would facilitate 
n settlement and inspire confid- 
ence in ita justice and conformity 
with the principles of the Treaty. 

Dr. Koo pointed out that the 
Powers of the Conference were 
asked by the Japanese Government 
to make a contribution to the 
stability of Eastern Asia in con- 
formity with the new situation. 

He asked: “Does it mean 
that the Conference should ac- 
cept temporary” changes 
brought about by force of 
arms and condone Japan's 
open violation of her trenty 
obligations as embodied in the 

Nine-Power Trenty and the 

Kellogg-Briand Pact?” 

Dr. Koo added that: was: the Ian- 
guage of the treaty breaker who 
wished to impose upon the Con- 
ference a fait accomnll. 

TREATY RESPECT 

The issucs of the present con- 
flict were not confined to the ter- 
ritorfal and political integrity of 
China. 

The principle of respect for 
treaty obligations in the cause of 
pence, in which nll nations rightly 
felt deep concern and _ interest, 
was at stake. : 


Dr. Koo proceeded by saying that 
China only naked to be left in peace 
and free from external aggression 
In order to pursue the tremendous 
task of political and economic re- 
construction.
